These include the exten- 
sive use of aluminium for 
construction, which allows 
extra deck space, and im- 
provements in accommoda- 
tion and facilities for both 
officers and sailors. She is 
also the first ship in the 
Royal Australian Navy to 
have automatic steering. 


Work on building the 
Swan started in August 1965 








and she was launched from 
Williamstown in December 
1967. 


Her armament includes 
guns controlled by radar 
and computer, and an anti- 
submarine missile system. 


She is the 25th ship in 
the Royaf Navy to be called 
“Swan” and the third in the 
Royal Australian Navy.

Altona’s 
figure of 10.9% is related to local industry employment of 
2923 employees. At the 1961 census local industry gave 
employment to 1994 workers — this figure retated to 
population equalled 12.399. In spite of extensive new 
industry in Altona its employment capacity is less than 
eight years ago. 


Williamstown where the number employed in local 
industry is equal to 32.6% of its population gives a much 
better opportunity for local employment.

Pollution and perhaps more impor- 
tantly stream pollution is widespread. 

That fact does not absolve the 
Altona Council and those government 
| bodies with authorization in this locality 
from their entire responsibility to reduce 
the incidence of pollution and to mini- 
mise its growth. 

For the present’ some sources of 
pollution must continue — the un- 
seweéred property, the motor car, every 
house and factory chimney, and all dust 
heaps. In Altona the major sources of 
pollution are the Kororoit Creek, the 
Mulga Street and Civic Parade drains, 
the briquette dump, seaweed, garbage 
disposal, certain industries and air borne 
pollution from other cities. 

It is the prime essential that no 
menace to health be permitted. Health 
authorities and Council must make and 
enforce regulations with that aim. Cost 
must not be a limiting factor. 

What is necessary must take pre- 
cedence over what may be considered 
practical or expedient.

Grants of up to $500. 

The grant is a tax-free gift 
not a loan. 

Grants are payable to per- 
sons under 36 years of age at 
the rate of $1 for each $3 
saved over a period of at 
least three years in one or 
more of the acceptable forms. 
The maximum grant payable 
to a married couple, or‘to a 
husband or wife if only one is 
eligible, or to a widowed per- 
son, is $500 on savings of 
$1,500 or more. Smaller grants 
are payable on lesser amounts 
saved. 

The main forms of savings 
that qualify for a grant are:— 

Home Savings Accounts 
with savings banks and fixed 
deposits with trading banks 
that have been designated 
“Home Savings Account”. 

Deposits with, or shares in, 
registered building or Co- 

rative Housing Societies. 

e above institutions provide 
the bulk of long-term loans 
for housing in Australia. By 
rewarding young people who 
have saved with these insti- 
tutions the Scheme aims at 
increasing the funds available 
in_ Australia to build homes. 

You should not wait untl 
you are engaged or married 
before starting to save in one 
of the above forms. Start as 
soon as you enter employment 
to ensure that you will have 
held savings in an acceptable 
form for at least three years 
before taking steps to acquire 
your home. Statistics show 
that 15 per cent of men and 
43 per cent of women are 
under the age or 21 when they 
marry.
